ASPARAGUS eo 


Asparagus is one of the earliest spring vegetables, and would be in universal use were it not for 
the mistaken idea that it is difficult to grow. In reality it can be produced very easily and cheaply. 
A bed 15x50 feet, requiring about 100 plants, should give an abundant supply for an ordinary family. 


CULTURE—Soak the seeds 24 hours in warm water, and sow 
early in drills one foot apart. An ounce of seed will sow about 30 
feet of drill. Keep the soil mellow and free from weeds. After one 
year’s growth, transplant into permanent beds. A warm, sandy soil 
is the best; and one which has for some years been cultivated in 
garden crops and heavily manured is greatly to be preferred to a 
fresh soil. But at no period of its growth should the asparagus 
crop: be allowed to lack for manuring. From one to three years’ 
time can be saved by buying roots of us. For roots, see page 78. 
7260 roots will plant an acre.

CULTURE—The soil best adapted for 
growing Beans is a light, rich, well-drained 
loam, which was well manured for the 
previous crop. If the ground is too freshly 
manured, the plants are apt to run to vines 
and set few blossoms. Plant in drills about 
two inches deep and from 18 inches to two 
feet apart, aS soon as the ground is dry 
enough. Beans are very sensitive to cold 
and wet before they have sprouted, but are 
not so liable to be damaged after they are 
above ground.
